No moments are so delicious as those 


in which tbs reader first approaches his 
author, when the TOlume lies but half 
revealed. The test is coy and sancy as 
a nymph, now peering boldly at us from 
the open leaf, now larking half conceal- 
ed between the pages, now buried be- 
yond our sight There needs a swift 
pursuit. With knife iu hand we gently 
lay her place of hiding bare, track her 
to dusky grotto, follow her through dis- 
jual caves, and in the end she stands 
caught, revealed, her ambush clean cut 
off, and we steal to her embrace vic- 
torious. That, after all, is a very real 
pleasure. It is sweet to discover, mo- 
ment by moment, the author's purpose, 
not hasty to seize it, but dipping here 
and there as one cats the pages, lighting 
on n piquant saying that whets our ap- 
petite, chancing on a pretty phrase or a 
noble sentence.—London Star.

most prominent citizens, was foiled 
in an unconscious and dying condi- 
tion in a public thoroughfare, about

where Mr. Porter had met with 


9:30 o'clock last night. His 
was fractured, and when found be 
was lying npon a gutter crossing, his 
head resting upon the stone sidewalk 
at the northwest corner ol High and 
Fierce streets. His death, which oc- 
curred within less than half an hour 
later, is shrouded la a mystery that 
may never be unraveled. 


The dying man was found about 


S.-30 o'clock by D.S. Irwin, the gro-

Irwln was on hla way to the Porter 
residence and was crossing Pierce 
street, at the intersection of High 
street, when, at the northwest cor- 
ner, he saw the prostrate form of a 
man lying directly In. his path.

Mr. Irwin felt the wounded man's 


pulse and found it so faint that 
he could not be positive it was really 
beating and tbe breathing was so 
irregular and laborious that it was 
quite evident that the wounded man 
was dying and would never regain 
consciousness. Merchants' policeman 
Gus Miller came up and was hurried- 
ly sent for physicians and an ambu- 
lance.

The physicians had done 
all they could to restore respiration 
acd consciousness, but their efforts 
were In vain. 


After life was extinct, the blood 


was Carefully wiped from deceased's 
head and face, and the fatal wound 
was found in the back of the head. 
There were two gashes in the scalp, 
one a little longer than the other, 
but running parallel toward the top 
of the skull, Tbe scalp was bruised 
and the gashes had the appearance of 
having been made with a blunt in- 
strument of some sort.

how the. fatal wound was sustained is 
a question that is sbrouded in mys- 
tery. 


By many the theory has been ad- 


vanced fhat Mr. Porter was stricken 
with apoplexy or paralysis, and that 
he fell and sustained the fatal frac- 
ture by his head striking a sharp- 
edged curbstone. Again, It is said 
that a loose plank In the gutter cross- 
ing turned with him and that he fell 
backwards, his head striking the end 
of a plank or a curbstone. While 
either of these theories might be'con- 
sloered plausible, yet by some persons 
neither has yet been figured out as 
either probable or possible. Mr. Por- 
ter wore an ordinary stiff hat and re- 
ceived a blow from some blunt iDStru- 
ment through tbe hat with sufficient 
force to fracture his skull, The hat 
was broken between the outer band 
and the sweat band and was broken 
slightly from the rim, but the rim

Last night ao unknown boy stated 


to John Morin, at the Lima club, 
that he had heard a man ask Mr. 
Porter for a dollar at the Pierce 
street crossing and had seen Mr. Por- 
ter fall acd then the man disap- 
peared. The boy, however, has not 
repeated tbe story and has not been 
s een again, consequently his story is 
discredited and the theory of murder 
has been abandoned, both by the po- 
lice and the coroner, as well as tbe 
friends and relatives, who know no 
cause for an assault being made upon 
the venerable citizen.
